By his own admission Jay Maynard is a pack rat. 

Thousands of comic books are stuffed 
under his bed. Hundreds of video games, 
action figures, DVDs and paperback books 
are scattered elsewhere in his studio apart- 
ment in Uptown. 

But it’s not just his collectibles that pile up. 
Maynard, 30, is slightly embarrassed to show 
his junk closet— a room stacked nearly 6 feet 
high with items including empty CD cases for 
discs that were stolen long ago and game pack- 
aging for old Nintendo 64 games. 

“I’m not sure why I guess I think that in 
20 years, someone will really want the box for 
Turok 64,’ ” he said. 

With the changing of the season, many 
Chicagoans are thinking about getting rid of 
junk for spring cleaning. But Maynard— who 
says he is slowly recovering from a lifetime of 
being a pack rat— and others say they have a 
hard time getting rid of old stuff at any time. 

“Once a certain thing has been sitting in my 
apartment for a long period of time, it’s like 
my brain just stops registering it and it’s not 
junk anymore,” Maynard said. “It just sort of 
starts to become part of the scenery” 

Dr. Karen Cassiday, a clinical psycholo- 
gist who treats hoarders at the Anxiety and 
Agoraphobia Treatment Center in Chicago, 
estimates that hoarders make up 2 percent to 
3 percent of the population, but she believes 
the number to be much higher based on anec- 
dotal evidence. And while there are hoarding 
stories that make headlines— people who lit- 
erally bury themselves with junk in their own 
homes or who are found with hundreds of 
stray pets packed in their living spaces — sub- 
tle cases are more common, she says. 

“Some people collect trains or have 40 pairs 
of blue jeans, and that’s OK as long as they are 
getting pleasure from them or actually use 


them,” Cassiday said. 

“The problem is when you have things that 
are making your home less functional or if it’s 
interfering with your relationships with other 
people.” 

So do you have the characteristics of a 
hoarder? 

Experts say most pack rats tend to share 
certain traits. They have a hard time making 
decisions, they procrastinate a lot and tend 
to make strong emotional attachments to 
the things they buy or collect, according to 
Cassiday Sometimes, hoarding tendencies are 
linked to obsessive-compulsive disorder. 

Often, pack rats have parents who were the 
same way 

Eric Lipe, 30, grew up in a house where 
extreme hoarding occurred. As a teen, he col- 
lected thousands of vinyl records, DVDs, Fez 
dispensers and thousands of comics that he 


never actually read. The Lakeview photogra- 
pher said he has found a way to control the 
problem in his adult life: by selling off his 
unwanted stuff 

“I started selling a bunch of it and made a 
lot of money doing that,” he said. 

Maynard, who grew up in a pack rat house- 
hold in Dayton, Ohio, couldn’t have guests over 
because there was literally no room for them 
among stacks of papers, boxes and other pos- 
sessions overwhelming his childhood home. 

Despite those negative experiences, 
Maynard struggles with the same tendencies. 
He said he’s glad, for the sake of his living 
space, that he didn’t grow up in the era of the 
collector card game Pokemon. 

“I really would have had to ‘catch them 
all,’ ” he said, referring to the franchise’s catch- 
phrase. ‘And I already have plenty of stuff”

Starting fresh

The scene: Behind the scenes at most restaurants, 
chefs come and chefs go. It’s a little like musical 
chairs. And every now and then, someone pulls off 
an unexpected steal. 

It happened about a month ago for an unas- 
suming Back of the 'Yards spot, which managed 
to scoop up Eusevio Garcia after he sold his share 
of Pilsen’s popular Mundial Cocina Mestiza (1640 
'W. i8th St.) and left the kitchen. (The move was 
prompted in part by changes in his personal life. 
He’s going through a divorce, and his wife also was 
in the kitchen at Mundial.) 

Garcia’s new home — the big winner— is 

Amelia’s Grille, a tidy little 
corner restaurant 
onanother-

Amelia’s 


isn’t new to the neighborhood— it’s been serving 
up Mexican standards for more than a decade. 

But Garcia’s arrival coincided with some changes, 
including new management and, of course, an 
entirely new menu. 

Some remnants of the old Amelia’s remain. 
Formica tabletops don’t quite match up with the 
exposed brick and ductwork in the modern, loft- 
like space, and an outdated sign complete with a 
neon “open” light seems out of synch with a place 
where several dinner entrees now top $20. Still, 
it’s a comfortable neighborhood spot, made even 
more so by attentive, friendly service. 

The cuisine: Despite all of the changes in his 
life, one thing remains constant: Garcia’s still got 
it in the kitchen. And on both the dinner and 
brunch menus, he’s brought a lot of favorites from 
Mundial with him. 

If you’ve brunched at Mundial, you’ll 
recognize the chilaquiles ($10, left), a huge bowl of 
saucy, egg-topped tortilla chips smothered in your 
choice of salsa roja or verde. (We went for the red 
sauce and weren’t disappointed, though we still 
couldn’t finish the giant portion.)

Huevos divorciados ($11) are familiar too, though 
Garcia’s interpretation still strays far from the tradi- 
tional dish. It looks like a Benedict, but when your fork 
hits the sweet corn cakes beneath the poached eggs and 
smoked salmon, it takes a different path to delicious- 
ness. The divorciados (divorced) aspect comes through in 
the contrasting hollandaise sauces topping each half of 
the dish: a chipotle hollandaise, which keeps surprisingly 
to itself, and a wonderfully tangy roasted red pepper 
version that clearly dominates the relationship. 

Amelia’s is BYOB for now, so feel free to bring 
champagne for a DIY mimosa.

‘Monsters vs. Aliens’ a no-brainer 


Cool! Monsters fighting aliens! Oh, the plot? That’s it, mostl)^ as a 
team of friendly beasts (including a normal woman- turned-giant, 
voiced by Reese Witherspoon) defends the Earth from supernatural 
invasion. 

The buzz: This is a home run for anyone who judges animated 
movies by their celeb voices, with Seth Rogen, Paul Rudd, 

Will Arnett, Rainn Wilson, Hugh Laurie, Kiefer Sutherland and 
Stephen Colbert appearing. On another front, people can be 
grateful that Dreamworks’ 3-D action comedy is something 
different from the usual tale of a talking dog and a funny hamster 
and their journey to blah blah blah. 

The verdict: If the difference between a movie and an ad is 
substantial character and excitement and story then “Monsters vs. 
Aliens” is officially a toy commercial. Wilson and Rogen score some 
laughs, a Golden Gate Bridge-destroying action sequence is pretty 
sweet, and at least the threatened apocalypse doesn’t turn into self- 
parody like “Knowing.”

Olympics roundup

for a new pact on international TV 
and sponsorship revenue would 
be put on hold until 2013. He also 
said Chicago’s limited government 
financial guarantees are not a 
deal-killer for the bid. 

Meanwhile, to secure the 
support of African-American 
aldermen, the committee leading 
the effort to bring the games 
to Chicago agreed to increase 
the level of contracts going to 
companies owned by minorities, 
disabled people and women. 


Irish Parade heading to the suburbs? 


The South Side Irish Parade soon could become 
a suburban affair. 

Evergreen Park Mayor James Sexton sent 
an e-mail to residents Thursday asking if 
they would be interested in taking over the 
St. Patrick’s Day tradition, which Chicago- 
based organizers voted to end this week. More 
than 400 people replied as of Friday morning, 
with opinion equally divided, he said. 

Sexton, who says he’s 100 percent Irish, said 
he would need overwhelming public support for 
the event before he agreed to it. A slim majority 


would not be enough to stage the parade. 

“If we don’t get a strong consensus, we won’t 
do it,” he said. 

Under the tentative plan, the parade would 
run down 95th Street between Pulaski Road and 
Francisco Avenue. It’s the same route used by the 
village’s Fourth of July Parade, which attracts as 
many as 100,000 people each summer. 

The South Side Parade drew more than 
300,000 spectators this year. 

South Side Irish Parade organizers ended the 
event this month, saying it had grown too big 


and too raucous for the Beverly and Morgan 
Park neighborhoods. They intend to host a 
more family-friendly celebration next year, 
though they have not settled on the details. 

Sexton, who brought his grandchildren to the 
South Side celebration each year, offered his vil- 
lage as an alternative site to keep the tradition 
alive. An Evergreen Park parade, however, would 
be decidedly more sober than its predecessor. 

“If those people who tried to ruin the origi- 
nal parade think they’re welcomed here, they’re 
wrong,” he said. 


KFC offers 
up TLC for 
potholes 


Everybody needs a little KFC. But maybe not Chicago. 

The fast-food chain has sent off a letter to the nation’s 
mayors, offering to patch their potholes for free. The 
company will leave behind a stenciled brand on the patch 
informing people the road has been “Re-Freshed by 
KFC.” 

“In honor of our ‘Fresh Tastes Best’ campaign, we want 
to come and ‘Re-Fresh’ your roads!” KFC president Roger 
Eaton says in the letter. “Every patched pothole comes with 
the Colonel’s very own stamp of approval.” 

But Brian Steele, a spokesman for the 
Chicago Department ofTransportation, 
which is charged with repairing the city’s 
potholes, said: “We don’t allow any type 
of printing or advertising placed on a 
city street or sidewalk.” 

He said the city was looking to promote 
and seek support for its own pothole repair 
program, and said they’ve been “in discus- 
sion” with an advertising firm for months about the idea. 

As for the KFC offer, Steele said the city first learned 
of it Wednesday “We’re looking into it {the KFC offer}. ... 
Until we learn more, we don’t know how it stacks up.” 

KFC estimated that US. roads are plagued with more 
than 350 million potholes. “That’s one mini-canyon for 
every man, woman and child in America.” 

KFC already has tried out its campaign to stamp out 
potholes in its hometown of Fouisville, earning a testimo- 
nial from Fouisville’s Mayor Jerry Abramson, who noted 
that “finding funding for needed road repairs is a continu- 
ing challenge.” 

The company will choose four other cities.
